Does It Work? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The phenonenon of the 
consumer activist standing outside g o v e r n m e n t , 
watching and criticizing, is no longer a phenomenon. If 
anything, it has become part of the establishment. 
But are those people — Ralph Nader, the people who 
work for him, the people he trained, the countless others 
who m ay even have preceeded Nader but whose careers 
were somehow made more legitimate by him — really 
doing any good? 
t 
More precisely, do the people inside government at 
whom they direct their pressure, really think they 
accomplish anything? 
Take Dr. Sidney Wolfe, for instance. He is the young, 
intense, hard working, harsh and uncompromising head 
of the Health Research Group, financed by Nader’s 
umbrella money raising organization, Public Citizen 
Inc., and charged with scrutinizing government health 
policy. 
And take Dr. Alexander M. Schmidt, who on Dec. I, 
leaves the government after three and one-half years as 
head of the Food and Drug Administration — a longer 
term in that job, he says, than any of his predecessor of 
the last decade. 
We recently asked Schmidt what he thought of W’olfe, 
since the two have been at opposite ends of frequent 
debates over the safety of drugs, test methods and the 
question of whether the FDA is traveling a snail’s path 
in the jet age. 
More precisely, we asked: 
“What do you think at this point of Sid Wolfe and 
others on the outside. Are they doing the right thing? 
Are they unnecessarily strident? Are they contributing 
anything? 
Said Schmidt: 
“The answer to all your questions is yes. One of the 
biggest complaints about the agency is its slowness, and 
som etim es Sidney Wolfe has given us a good kick in the 
rear and we reached more promptly having been stung 
by not only Sidney Wolfe but by the publicity he can 
command. 
“ I think it is one of the most interesting things I’ve 
witnessed; how he can command media attention. And 
the combination of the information that Sidney Wolfe 
can bring to our attention, plus the media attention, plus 
congressional attention to what he says has stimulated 
the agency many times to do things quicker and, I’ll 
even concede, better. 
“ I think that he at times criticizes the agency in an 
unwarranted fashion and I’ve been quite irritated that 
he gives things to the press before I get them, 
publicizing leaks of information such as the chloroform 
data and criticizing us for not acting. 
“Sometimes I think the criticism is unwarranted. But 
on balance, certainly, that group and the many others 
groups that watch FDA can help us a lot more than they 
hurt us and we have tried to support consumer groups.’’ 
So, we asked Wolfe what he thought of Schmidt. 
“ He is pleasant. He is bright and he has good 
intentions and he knows w hat’s wrong. He just has not 
had the cornage to act upon the informaion that he has. 
“There’s been a really inexplicable slowness to act on 
som e of the worst problems that have risen during his 
stay at the FDA — estrogens I think being the worst 
example. It s now been a year and three months since 
they first learned about the human evidence of cancer 
and they have not acted yet.

Business Today 
No Building Boom

NEW YORK (UPI) — The hotel and motel 
business has reached the end of a severe 
shakeout but there will be no new building 
boom soon, says Joseph M c C a r t h y , 
president of Quality Inns International, Inc. 
“I think the Hyatt interests will make a 
success of the new hotel to be built on the 
site of the recently closed Commodore in 
New York’s Grand Central district but 
miscellaneous hotel and motel construction 
now would verge on the foolhardy,” said 
McCarthy, who left a top post in the 
Sheraton chain to head Quality Inns. 
“The time has passed when real estate 
promoters can be successful innkeepers. 
Tough, competitive and p r o g r e s s i v e 
innkeeping is needed in the lodging business 
today,” he added. 
The 
shakeout 
was 
considerable. 
Hie 
magazine, Motel-Motor Inn Journal, reports 
that the number of inns fell by nearly 4,000 
between 1975 and 1974 and the number of 
rooms by 270,000. Yet total room occupancy 
increased. Gross industry sales rose to 
$17.09 billion from $11.8 billion and total 
invested capital rose by $5 billion to $28 15 
billion. 
"These figures prove,” McCarthy said, 
"that success and growth are going to 
depend on tight management from now on.” 
He intends to expand quality inns in the 
Western states and hopefully in Mexico and 
the Caribbean countries, but not by building 
and not by too many outright purchases. 
"I expect many independent motel and 
hotel owners to decide they need to affiliate 
with one of the major chains if they are to 
survive,”, he explained. 
Quality- Inns is the oldest motel chain. It,, 


was founded in 1939 when motels were 
commonly called tourist courts. It was 
formed in Florida as an affiliation group, 
not 
a 
franchising 
operation, 
by 
seven 
Southern operators who were concerned 
because motels in general were being hurt 
by the unsavory reputation of a few. It took 
the founders two full years to get Quality 
Courts United firmly under way with a set 
of rather rigorous standards, which all the 
innkeepers agreed to follow. 


"The need for standards was obvious,” 
McCarthy said. “Police and even the FBI 
had 
issued 
warnings 
to 
people 
about 
unsavory conditions in tourist courts.’’ 
Quality Courts was very successful as an 
affiliation chain of independents in the years 
when it was comparatively easy for local 
real estate developers to pick a likely site, 
build a motel and hire someone to run it. 
But the rapid growth of big franchised and 
company owned chains such as Holiday 
Inns, Ramada Inns, Marriott, Sheraton and 
others produced really severe competition. 
The first steps to switch Quality Inns from 
an affiliation to a licensing and franchising 
operation were taken as early as 1963 but 
the company had had so much success with 
independent operators seeking shelter under 
its name that it didn’t try hard to expand on 
its own steam. 
But now, 40 of its 300 member hotels are 
company owned "and we are exercising 
many more central management functions 
and plan to do more of that," McCarthy 
said. 
The decision to expand westward is based 
on the fact that at present only about IO per 
coot of the Quality Inns are west of the

On The Farm Front 
NoRadicalChanges

WASHINGTON (UPI) — C h a i r m a n

Foley, DWash , of the House 
Agriculture Committee says 
he 
doesn’t 
expect any radical changes in the basic 
structure of current farm support programs 
when Congress acts next year on extension 
of a 1973 farm law. 
The 1973 law expires at the end of the 1977 
crop season Foley has indicated he plans to 
open Agriculture Committee hearings in 
early February on extending or revising the 
program for 1978 and future years. 
Farm bloc politicians in both parties, 
including officials of the outgoing Ford 
administration, 
already 
have 
generally 
agreed that the new bill should provide some 
increases in supports for major crops to 
keep up with increases in farm production 
costs. 
Foley, who presided over passage of a 1975 
support hike bill which President Ford 
vetoed, said it was “hard to say” what his 
panel may produce next year — partly 
because there is no word yet of specific 
suggestions the Carter administration will 
make to carry out its campaign promises of 
stronger government protection for farmers 
Foley said he expects proposals from 
some farm groups to change the structure of 


the 1973 farm law by eliminating the system 
of support "target prices" it introduced 
These proposals would return to an older 
system of propping prices only with crop 
support loans. 
Under the dual support system adopted in 
the 
1973 
law, 
Agriculture 
Department 
officials annually announce both a support 
loan and a support target for major grains 
and cotton The 1976 wheat support loan, for 
example, was initially set at $1.50 a bushel 
(although it was later raised to $2.25) and 
the wheat target at $2 29 a bushel. 
The support loan serves to keep a floor 
under market prices by allowing farmers to 
pledge their grain as security for an 
Agriculture Department loan if markets 
sink to or below the support rate. 
The target price offers additional income 
protection In any season in which the open 
market price averages below the target, the 
Agriculture Department must make direct 
payments to farmers to make up the 
difference. 
Current markets for supported crops are 
well above both target and support loan 
levels But if, for example, the wheat target 
had been set at $3 a bushel and markets 
sagged to the support loan floor of $2.25 
the government would have to pay farmers 
the difference of 75 cents a bushel on much 
of their production.
